REAL PUZZLE TO

Shortage of labor appears to 
be the biggest 
problem 
facing 
U. S. farmers in 1943, and Profes­ 
sor V. R. Wertz, rural economist, 
Ohio State university, says reports 
at the 
National 
Farm 
Outlook 
Conference in Washington, showed 
that Ohio still has proportionately 
more farm help than the North­ 
east and Pacific Coast areas.

of opinion of 
those attending 
the 
conference 
was that

more 
farm 
work ers would be needed in 1943 
to hold farm 
production at the

level. 
Weather conditions 
were very favorable this year and

Sources of extra help on farms 
ate boys reaching 
work ing age, 
older people back in harness, more 
women doing farm

Conference in Washington, showed 
that Ohio still has proportidnately 
more farm help than the North­ 
east and Pacific Coast areas.

workers would be needed in 1943 
to hold farm 
production at the 
1942 level. 
Weather conditions 
were very favorable this year and

Sources of extra help on farms 
are boys reaching 
working age, 
older people back in harness, more 
women doing farm 
work, part 
time work by 
persons living on 
farms but employed in factories, 
more children working, and assist­ 
ance from city residents. It may 
also be possible to shift farmers 
from present low producing areas 
to farms which 
are 
potentially 
productive.

The re­ 
port was submitted to President 
Roosevelt by McNutt 
Baruch confirms only that he is 
“interested” in the manpower situ­ 
ation. 
“I am Interested In everything 
that affects the welfare of our 
country,” he aaid. 
Baruch said that 
“nobody has 
asked me” to make a study on 
manpower similar to the rubber- 
committee inquiry. 
Have Enough Information 
“They’ve plenty of people study­ 
ing things,” he said. 
“I ahould 
think they would have enough In­ 


tonation on tho manpower situa­ 
tion.” 
He war asked whether he meant 
that there 
had 
been too much 
“etudying” and not enough action. 
“Well, I 
wouldn’t say that,” 
Baruch replied. “I’m offering no 
gratuitous comment on the situa­ 
tion.” 
Baruch is known to feel that 
the transfer of workers from non­ 
essential jobs to positions in the 
war effort is one of the major 
needs in the manpower program. 
McNutt reported recently, 
how­ 
ever, that 90 percent of the work­ 
ers asked to voluntarily change 
jobs has refused. 
On this major issue, however, 
the 
labor-mansgement commit­ 
tee’s report 
merely stated that 
such transfers should be “acceler­ 
ated” and that the “hesitancy” of 
workers to shift from non-essen­ 
tial jobs to war work should be 
removed.

The suggestions to motorists 
for conserving gasoline follow: 
Under no circumstances exceed 
the 35-mile speed limit. 8peed is 
the greatest consumer of gaso­ 
line. 
Accelerate gently. Pumping the 
accelerator wastes gasoline. 
Shut off the motor when the car 
Is parked, when traffic la stalled, 
when waiting a t a railroad cross­ 
ing, or elsewhere. 
Shift from second gear into 
high without delay. Low gear op­ 
eration wastee gasoline. 
Time the speed of the car with 
traffic lights. 
When a red light 
shows ahead take the foot off the 
accelerator and coaat, letting thq 
motor act as-a brake. 
The light 
frequently will change to green 
before the car reaches It, saving 
another stop and start. 
If the car is not equipped with 
an automatic choke, use the choke 
as Infrequently as possible. 
Do not weave in and out of

African co ast. A sixteen-inch gun is heav­ 
ier and will sho o t farther than the fo ur- 
teen-ineh guns o n many LY S. battleships, 
and is t h e ‘equal o f the sixteen-inch guns o n 
o ur o ther battleships. 
Therefo re, it was significant that while 
Vichy repo rted LY S. tro o ps landing at JSafi, 
no rth o f Dakar, no tro o ps were landed in 
its immediate vicinity . 
Also , it had been 
anno unced so me time befo re by the Brit­ 
ish that American tro o ps were in Liberia, 
so uth o f Dakar. 
Thus American strategy pro bably will 
be to iso late th is all-impo rtant French base 
and capture easier and mo re immediate 
bases first.

ally . It is o f general interest o nly 
because it is in the nature o f a 
curio sity . 
The first rib in ail pro perly co n­ 
structed peo ple arises fro m the 
brut tho racic, o r chest, vertebra. 
There are twelve ribs, o ne fo r 
each o f the tho racic vertebrae. 
Belo w the tho racic vertebrae are 
the lumbar vertebrae, and abo ve 
them are the cervical vertebrae, 
o r the vertebrae in the neck. Oc­ 
casio nally , as an abno rmal fo rm 
o f develo pment, a rib arisen fro m 
the last cervical vertebra, and 
the perscxn in who m this o ccurs has 
thirteen vertebrae. 
A cervical rib may cause sy mp­ 
to ms by pressure o n the iarg< 
nerve flexus which emerges fro m 
the spine at this po int and sup­ 
plies the ann, o r fro m pressure 
and dislo catio n o f a blo o d vessel 
o f which there are many also in 
this regio n.

started lesso ns, he began to have 
a pain in the arm. 
A t first his mo ther naturally 
tho ught he was faking, but just 
to sri tie things she cemented to 
a medical examinatio n; the cervi­ 
cal rib was fo und and the mo ther 


was firmly persuaded her so n 
sho uld no t attem pt the vio lin. I 
believe that bo y is the mo st g rate­ 
ful patient I ever had. He canno t 
even bear to hear a vio lin play ed 
no waday s, and tho ugh time has 
passed, he sends me a Christmas 
card every y ear, with a vio lin 
drawn thereo n. 
It will be seen fro m these two 
case histo ries that the sy mpto ms

manifest themselves, if at all, 
until ado lescence.

Sy mpto ms—when they do o ccur 
—can be divided into nervo us o r 
circulato ry , depending o n whether 
the rib presses o n o r interferes 
with the actio n o f nerves o r blo o d 
vessels. Amo ng the nervo us sy mp­ 
to ms are dilated pupil o n o ne side, 
ho arseness due to pre.1 sure o n the 
lary ngeal nerve, sweating o f the 
face o n o ne side, numbness, pain 
o r paraly sis o f the arm. 
The 
circulato ry 
disturbances 
are usually sho wn by the arm 
flushing 
and 
getting 
painfully 
co ngested when hanging do wrn o r 
when hard wo rk is do ne. 
Co ld 
weather also brings these njnip- 
to rns o n. 
A cervical rib can be remo ved 
surgically , but usually the sy mp­ 
to ms are so slight that the patient 
wo uld 
rather stand them than 
take the risk.

HATRED OF MUSSOLINI 
W 
ASHINGTON: 
Inside intelligence re­ 
ports from Italy indicate that the most 
violent repercussions have taken place as 
a result of events in North Africa. 
For weeks Mussolini had dangled be­ 
fore the eyes of the Italian people the juicy 
reward of Alexandria and the Suez Canal. 
At one time he was so sure Suez was go­ 
ing to fall that he prepared for a triumphal 
entry into Cairo. 
The Italians, discouraged with the war, 
were buoyed up 
chiefly by the thought 
that Suez would be theirs and they would 
rule the great Roman Empire again. 
So news of the retreat in North Africa 
l as been crushing. 
Hatred of Mussolini 
is at a peak. 
Dissension in the army is 
stronger than ever before. It seems certain 
that if Nazi troops were not in Italy the 
people would have revolted long ago. 
At present Hitler has seven divisions 
or about 100,000 men in Italy, many of 
them being airmen on the islands of Sicily 
and.Sardinia. Now he is reported to have 
about five more divisions en route from 
the Russian front to guard against the Sec­ 
ond Front Allied invasion across the Medi­ 
terranean. 


CROWDED TRAINS 
R 
AILROAD passenger traffic has doubl­ 
ed lately, and must be carried with 
the same old equipment. About 40 percent 
of the sleeping cars and 15 percent of the 
coaches are used all the time by moving 
troops. 
Besides 
regular movements of 
great numbers of men, there are always 
soldiers travelling on leaves or furloughs, 
or on some special war business.

SURROUNDING DAKAR 
Significant fact about the first U. S. 
landing operations was that no U. S. troops 
landed very near Dakar. 
This has long 
been considered the most important French 
base in Northwest 
Africa and the chief 
menace to the Western Hemisphere. 
How ever, it was also know n that Dakar 
was the 
most 
formidable 
fortress the 
French had in Africa. 
It had resisted the 
British fleet when they attempted to take 
it in 1940. It had also received the benefit 
of 
Nazi 
specialists 
in 
increasing 
its 
strength. 
Particularly it 
had 
mounted sixteen-, 
inch guns on railway cars for use along the 
African coast. A sixteen-inch gun is heav­ 
ier and will shoot farther than the four­ 
teen-inch guns on many LY IS. battleships, 
and is th e'equal of the sixteen-inch guns on 
our other battleships. 
Therefore, it was significant that w hile 
Vichy reported U. S. troops landing at Safi, 
north of Dakar, no troops were landed in 
its immediate vicinity. 
Also, it had been 
announced some time before by the Brit- 
isii that American troops were in Liberia, 
south of Dakar. 
Thus American strategy probably will 
be to isolate this all-important French base I 
and capture easier and more immediate 
bases first. 
I i i other w ords, with Algiers ! 
and Tunis in 
Allied 
hands, the United 
States first could get at 
Rommel’s rear, 
then could tackle Dakar w hen psychologi­ 
cal factors had time to sink in. 
The roads to Dakar from either Libya 
or the north are not 
the easiest in the 
w'orld, but they are passable for mechan­ 
ized troops, and the pick of U. S. armored 
forces are in West Africa.

Cervical Rib a Rare 
And Strange Anomaly 


By* LOG AN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE OF my correspondents, 
for some reason that remains 
shadowy and obscure, hts asked 
me to tell something about cervi­ 
cal rib. 
He rather seemed to 
doubt whether there is such a 
thing. 
Well, there ie, although it must 
interest very few people person-

ally. It is of general interest only 
because it is in the nature of a 
curiosity. 
The first hb in all properly con­ 
structed people arises from the 
first thoracic, or chest, vertebra. 
There are twelve ribs, one for 
each of the thoracic vertebrae. 
Below the thoracic vertebrae are 
the lumbar vertebrae, and above 
them are the cervical vertebrae, 
or the vertebrae in the neck. Oc­ 
casionally, as an abnormal form 
of development, a rib arisen from 
the last cervical vertebra, and 
the person in whom this occurs has 
thirteen vertebrae. 
A cervical rib may cause symp­ 
toms by pressure on the large 
nerve flexus which emerges from 
the spine at this point and sup­ 
plies the arm, or from pressure 
and dislocation of a blood vessel 
of which there are many also in 
this region. 
Case Hi stones 
But the chances are that no 
symptoms sufficient to bother the 
possessor of one of these curiosi­ 
ties will ever arise, and then only 
if the subject does some special 
kind of work or engages in sn un­ 
usual form of muscular move­ 
ment. One of my patients noticed 
it first when his father derided he 
was old enough to go hunting. He 
toted a gun on his shoulder all 
day and this resulted in pain and 
numbness in his arm, which was 
easily associated with a cervical 
rib. 
Another took up violin lessens 
at the behest, indeed the command 
of hts moths*. His attraction to 
the violin was nil, and it was only 
because his mother’s father had 
been a violinist that she insisted 
on the lessons. As soon as he 
started lessons, he began to have 
a pain in the arm. 
At first his mother naturally 
thought he was faking, but just 
to settle things she consented to 
a medical examination; the cervi­ 
cal rib was found and th# mother 


was firmly persuaded her son 
should not attempt the violin. I 
believe that boy is the most grate­ 
ful patient I ever had. He cannot 
even bear to hear a violin played 
nowadays, and though time has 
passed, he sends me a Christmas 
card every year, with a violin 
drawn thereon. 
It will be seen from these two 
case histories that the symptoms 
of cervical rib do not begin to 
manifest themselves, if at all, 
until adolescence. 


Symptoms 
Symptoms—when they do occur 
-—can be divided into nervous or 
circulatory, depending on whether 
the rib presses on or interferes 
with the action of nerves or blood 
vessels. Among the nervous symp­ 
toms are dilated pupil on one side, 
hoarseness due to pre.1 sure on the 
laryngeal nerve, sweating of the 
face on one side, numbness, pain 
or paralysis of the arm. 
The circulatory 
disturbances 
are usually shown by the arm 
flushing and getting painfully 
congested when hanging down or 
when hard work is done. Cold 
weather also brings these s) mp- 
toms on. 
A cervical rib can be removed 
surgically, but usually the symp­ 
toms are so slight that the patient 
would rather stand them than 
take the risk. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. S. B.: —Are watermelon and 
cantaloupe harmful to a diabetic? 
Answer: No food in itself is 
against or harmful to a diabetic- 
only the amount of starches taken 
in. If your starch consumption 
allows you a slice of watermelon 
or cantaloupe, they will do no 
harm. 


J. H. C.:—Is it true that eat­ 
ing coffee grounds or other small 
things can cause appendicitis? 
Answer: No, nothing that ii 
eaten causes appendicitis. About 
the time of the Chicago World’s 
8 air there was a belief that grape 
seeds caused appendicitis. This 
rumor died soon after and I had 
thought it stayed dead.
